INVENTION OF AN ELECTRIC 
SOUNDING LINE IN SINGAPORE. 


The Straits Times says that it has to add 
one more to the number of inventions which 
have to be credited to Singapore and which 
it hus had to notice during the last: year or 
two. A very ingenious apparatus for taking 
soundings at groat dcptha ‘has lately been 
invented by Mr John Errington de la Croix, 
ef Perak, the well known eminent te

engineer inentioned by Sir Hugh Low in 
his Administration Report of Perak for 
1883, 28 Managing Director of the French 
Tin Mining Co. in Laroot. 

Tho chief purpose of the apparatta is to 
indicate the exact moment at which tho | 
lead touches the bottom. As an accessory 
there is joined to it an instrument for 
registering depths, in order to prevent the

The line is composed of two wires rolled 
together spirally and insulated from each 
other by being cach wrapped round with 
silk thread.
